The bodies of two girls fastened to- 
gether by a piece of cord round their 
waista have been fished out of Thames, 
and it was wt first supposed to be an- 
other case of murder to be added to j 
tho long list of those known to tho , 
police, but which prc-teiit no clue as I 
to the porpelrators of the deeds of 
blood. Evidence in this case shows tlias 
tho girls, who,iir,e Bietep. named oJane, 
and Eliza j'ayjbr, Mventeen. and: nine- 
teen years of age, committed suicide. 
A slip of paper in tho pocket of the 
elder girl gave their address iu a teno- 
laeiit houso ill the Iilast End, and in 
.searching the apartment that had btnin 
occu[)ied by them, a letter was found 
announcing their intended suicide. The 
girls formerly managed to subsist by 
making paper match boxes, but of Into 
their work failed. The sisters having 
.sold every S[)Hrc article of clothing, 
were reduced 10 the verge of starva- 
tion. While suil'ering the pangs of hun- 
ger, they were tempted to take to a 
life of shame "and knowing," the let- 
ter says, "hunger is stronger than vir- 
tue and that if we live we must \-ield, 
we have dotdtled to (Hq." The eoin]>f)Hi- 
tiou of tho letter and tho writing 
would indicate that the giiU were bel- 
ter educated than those who are usual- 
ly found working at the sadly non re- 
munerative trade of match-box making.

BurgesB, intended t.j t ike 
oharije of the twenty-mile belt, ond aver- 
rod (hut the proviaue kad uo right what- 
ever to the minerals.

Id presenting the estate of Chantiily tu 
the French institute as trustees for the 
people of France, the Due D'Aumale has 
taken a splendid revenge for tho decree 
which expelled liim from I'Vance as one 
whose presence there waa not consistent 
with the aafery and welfare of the repub- 
lic. The old o«stIe of Chantiily dates back 
to the 13th cent'irj', .lust four hundred 
ysar.s ago it canio into tlia p .i^iiiesBiuii of 
the house of Montmorency. Leas than 
two hundred years later it passed t) the 
hiitirio house of Oond^, and there it re- 
mained during aiicceaaive geiierutiona, 
until, on the d-^ath of the last re~ 
presentitive of the Cond^ family, it 
cacno into the hands of thu Due 
D'Aumale as heir of tho great wealth of 
that princely hnuse. In tho time of the 
Prince uf Oundtf. familiarly Itnown as the 
Grefet, money waa expended without stint 
iu beaut lying Chai.tilly, and within its 
walls were entertaiiied man}' of tho inu.it 
eminent men in loiters and politics that 
France has ever scun. The fact that it was 
A favorite resut of Brujfere, Racine, 
Aloli^re, LaFontaine, Builoau and others 
of . like eminence more even than ita 
charming surroundings must forever 
make Chantiily a spot ti be regarded 
with pleasure. Of tho two manjioim 
wh'ch existed in ihn time of the 
great prince, one, Ic (jrand chateau, 
has unf irtun.itjly b.^cii destmyed 
by firo, but the other, U ptiit cJtateau, 
still rcrniins, and is cun.ndered niie o( trio 
finest surviving; Hpecinieiis of tho archi- 
tecture of (hat time. Dnring the re 
maiaiiiK jearsof his lifn the Doc, who ia 
BOW upwards of sixty years of age, re- 
serves the usufruct to enable him tt com- 
pleto certain pmt'niiH'of tho domain which 
are slill inciuiui'eU', and ti reducB fio 
expenses of ;idiii in istrai i.ui in ili'.i iiitjrertl 
of the coinmnimy and t le \)in<r of the 
no-^ihhjihood . After lin de:ith tho iii- 
f.ti; L, t ) ii recjuircd to nuld t.iu dnniiin, 
with ita forests, lawns, waters, buildings, 
trophies, pictures, buoka, archives and 
objciC's of art, in tru.it for France. After 
defrayilit; thu eX[)iin.-n of keepini; up tho 
ettiie, it is^thc wi-h of the [irmce that ihe 
surplus revenue shall be cxi)ended,tirflt,in 
Aeqa!ring additional oijecis of an; sec- 
ond -iti pensions and pecuniary aid ti lit 
orary men and arti.itf; and, third, in 
est'jbliihiiii; a fund to aiii .md encourage 
those who devijto thcinsidves to literiirv, 
artistic or sciiMinric pnrsuiia.

Pout Moodv, Oot. 20.— The l»nd slide 
on Tuesday morning was three miles west 
of Ashcroft, near Black Canyon. It was 
was very serious but no l^ves were lost.

His left hand and leg were injured. Fifty 
acres slid out several hundred feet and 
sank fifty feet, tho rails remaining con- 
iieetiid in mid-air.

The slide extends about 1500 
feet, and the west end is a perpendicular 
cut of about 60 feet deep. Supt. Abbott 
Slid Engineer Oambie were on the scone 
in the uvciiiiig and a largo (iaug of men 
were iuiniudi lU'ly put to work to repair 
thu damage. Through passenger traffic 
will be uninterrupted and in a few days 
freight traffic will be resumed again. The 
sngiiieor was found lying on hia back, 
and had to be dug out from the engine 
which sank in tho sand and gravel. The 
place whore thu Rcuidnnt happenud is 
quick sand bottom, and probably a new 
track will havo to be built.

1 saw it from 
the top of the roiul. 'I'ln' furiii l)uiKl- 
iiiga — low |)Iace3 with whitewashed 
wdla coTered witU green slates — sit on 
the creat of the hill to the west.

Oarlylo rarely spoke to anybody.

JamG.4 Oarlyle, the lirothcr.s, Thoma.s 
and Jame.s, n«t out fur a live miles' 
walk, .lames himjii;U' was famous for 
tuciturnity, but after Imlf the distam i 
had been covered bia soul eraved for 
communion. Jle spoko, but got no 
answer. He spoke again, but still in 
vain. Another mile was walked and 
then James flung away in dudgeon, 
protesting tliat if "our Tarn livaa to be 
a hundred I'll no walk a mila wi' him 
again." damci ban l»ft Eeclefechan for 
the neighborhood of Dumfries, and a 
nweot odor of Carlylean amiability jjur 
vatsB.Mm. I met another old fellow in 
twcieds and a hat enlaced with fishing 
dieg, who knew C'arlyle'n mother, and 
heard her aay: "I >-(\nna mak' nowt o' 
our Tani's writins.'' .An elderly woman 
who had known ''auld 'I'ain Carlyle's 
wife" asa"red me that they had been
